Excellent napers on the develop-
ment of self-sustaining parishes
were read, the writers being the
Revs.

Hollings bhis paper was read by the
Rev. Mr. Bragy , .

By far the most important dis-
cussion centered around the papers
on the “Adaptation of the Episco-
pate’” or what is commonly called
the Colored Bishop Question.

Archdeacon Juyner through the
Rev. Mr. Bragg, presented a most
excellent paper against any sucil
adaptation, while the Rev. J. V.
Johnaon read a very lengthy pa-
per in support of wissionary juris-
dictions with Colored Bishops.

While it was perfectly clear
that the majority were in sympa-
thy with some kind of adaptatien
ot the Episcopate whereby colured
men would Le enubled to serve the
American Churen in the Episco-
pate, yet there was grest diversity
with respect to the form such
There were at
least tiree distinet pluus or ideas
with respect t6 this matter,

First, there was suggested by
the commmittee looking to the crea-
tion by the GeqerglﬂOquvenu}m.of
Iudependant Missionary Jurisdic-

Thére was a plan sng-
gesting an entirely independent
colored Episcopal Church, having
its own Bishops, but maintaining

There was the sugges
tion that in dioceses having the
bulk of colored work, and where
prospects were brightest, three or
more such dioceses shonld nnite
ina provinee, an the Bishops of
such province employ and conse-
crate a colored priest as . Provin-
cinl Suffragan Bishop, to work as
a hetper tu each one, without dis-
turbing the canonical relationship
of the colored clergy or laity, 1
the several diocesos.

A8 a necessary sequence of these
divergert views the General Con-
vention was petition to as follows:
“We would earnestly and serions—
Iy nsk whether in your opinion
auything can be doue in the way
of adapting the Episcopate to the
needs of our people, so thut the
Episcopal ofice may be bronght
it closer and more sympathetic
relations with our people.”

[t was decided to uemoralize
the General Convention now in
tri-eunial session in - Washington
D). ., nnd the Reverends Georze
E. Dreavg, Jr, Baltimore, H. L.
Phillips, of Philadelphia, and V.
V. Tuannell, of Washington, were
appointed a committee to lay the
memorial  before that body. o
addition to the matter of the adap-
tation of the Lpiscopate, the mem-
orial asks for the founding of a
Church College or University for
the benefit ot the colored youth of
this country. Lt alan expresses

_intheir rights, with the preserva-

tion aml improvement of their

With this definition in our
mind the grave responsibility and
golemn duty which the suffrage or
right to vote imposes caunot be too

ish and American ambassadorg at Par-
iz, is the most distinguished diplomat
in Washington, outranking any ol the
ambassadors of the great countries of
Europe.
